Border authorities find 
92 reptiles hidden in 
man’s clothing

(AP) — A man who tried to slither past 
U.S. border agents in California had 52 
lizards and snakes hidden in his clothing, 
authorities said Tuesday. 


The man was driving a truck when he arrived 
at the San Ysidro border crossing with Mexico 
on Feb. 25 and was pulled out for additional 
inspection, U.S. Customs and Border Protection 
said in a statement. Agents found 52 live reptiles 
tied up in small bags “which were concealed in 
the man's jacket, pants pockets, and groin area,” 
the statement said. Nine snakes and 43 horned 
lizards were seized. Some of the species are 
considered endangered, authorities said. 
“Smugglers will try every possible way to try 
and get their product, or in this case live reptiles, 
across the border,” said Sidney Aki, Customs and 
Border Protection director of field operations 
in San Diego. “In this occasion, the smuggler 
attempted to deceive CBP officers in order to 
bring these animals into the US, without taking 
care for the health and safety of the animals.” 


The man, a30-year-old U.S. citizen, was arrested. 
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More Russians find ways around sweeping US asylum limits 


(AP) — Maksim Derzhko 
calls it one of the most 
terrifying experiences of 
his life. A longtime oppo- 
nent of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin, he flew 
from Vladivostok to the 
Mexican border city of 
Tijuana with his 14-year- 
daughter and was in a car 
with seven other Russians. 
All that separated them 
from claiming asylum in 
the United States was a 
U.S. officer standing in 
traffic as vehicles inched 
toward inspection booths. 


The emotions are “hard to 
put into words,” he says. “It’s 
fear. The unknown. It’s really 
hard. We had no choice.” 


The gamble worked. After 
spending a day in custody, 
Derzkho was released to seek 
asylum with his daughter, 
joining thousands of Rus- 
sians who have recently taken 
the same route to America. 


Even before Russia's inva- 
sion of Ukraine led to pun- 
ishing sanctions from the 
U.S. and its allies, the United 
States was already seeing an 
increase in Russian asylum- 
seekers. More than 8,600 
Russians sought refuge on 
the U.S. border with Mexico 
from August through January 
— 35 times the 249 who did 
so during the same period a 
year earlier. Nine in 10 used 
official border crossings in 
San Diego. 


Migrants from other former 
Soviet republics follow the 
same route in lower num- 
bers, though some authori- 
tües are now anticipating 
more Ukrainians. The U.S. 
admitted a Ukrainian fam- 
ily of four on humanitarian 
grounds Thursday after twice 
blocking her. 


Russians do not need visas to 
visit Mexico, unlike the U.S. 
Many fly from Moscow to 
Cancun, entering Mexico as 
tourists, and go to Tijuana, 
where they pool money to 
squeeze into cars they buy 
or rent. Adrenaline rushes as 
they approach San Diego's 
San Ysidro border crossing, 
where about 20,000 cars en- 
ter the United States daily. 


Concrete barriers funnel 24 
lanes of traffic to a border 
marked by a few rows of yel- 
low reflector bumps — like 
the ones that divide highway 
lanes — before vehicles reach 
inspection booths. A buffer 


zone separates the bumps 
from the inspection booths. 


Migrants just have to reach 
that buffer zone to claim asy- 
lum on U.S. soil. But U.S. 
officers stationed on the 
Mexican side of the border 
first try to block them, peer- 
ing into vehicles, motion- 
ing motorists to flash travel 
documents and stopping cars 
they deem suspicious. 


“It was a very scary moment 
for all of us to experience," 
Derzhko, who crossed in 
August, said in an interview 
at his home in Los Angeles. 
"The children with us, every- 
one was very worried, very 
much.” 


Russians swap travel tips on 
social media and messaging 
services. One unidentified 
man narrated his trip from 
Moscow's Red Square to a 
San Diego hotel room, with 
layovers in Cancun and Mex- 
ico City. His YouTube video 
shows him confessing to 


ma as 


nerves after buying a used car 
in Tijuana, but he says later 
in San Diego that everything 
went smoothly — despite 
two days in U.S. custody 
— and that others consider- 
ing the journey shouldn’t be 
afraid. 


Russians are virtually guaran- 
teed a shot at asylum if they 
touch U.S. soil, even though 
President Joe Biden has kept 
sweeping, Trump-era asylum 
restrictions. Border agents 
can deny migrants a chance to 
seek asylum on the grounds 
that it risks spreading CO- 
VID-19. But cost, logistics 
and strained diplomatic rela- 
tions make it difficult to send 
people of some nationalities 
home. 


Russians and others from 
former Soviet republics fa- 
vor driving through official 
crossings, rather than trying 
to cross illegally in deserts 
and mountains. They gener- 
ally do not hire smugglers, 
but “a facilitator” may help 


arrange travel, said Chad 
Plantz, special agent in charge 
of Homeland Security Inves- 
tigations in San Diego. 


While Moscow to Cancun 
is the most common route, 
some Russians fly from Am- 
sterdam or Paris to Mexico 
City and then go to Tijuana, 
Plantz said. 


It has produced some tense 
confrontations. 


In one, a 29-year-old Rus- 
sian man accelerated after 
passing the reflector bumps 
at San Ysidro on Dec. 12 and 
slammed the brakes, causing 
a sedan with six Russian asy- 
lum-seekers to hit him from 
behind. An officer fired four 
shots but no one was injured 
by gunfire, according to CBP, 
which says the incident is un- 
der investigation. 


The SUV driver hit the gas 
in a state of excitement when 
he saw an opening between 
lanes, his lawyer, Martin Mo- 


lina, told a judge earlier this 
month. Eleven other Rus- 
sians, including the man’s 
wife, 5-year-old daughter 
and year-old son were in the 
SUV. Passengers raised their 
hands and yelled, “Asylum!” 


“All that he saw were the 
bright lights of San Ysidro,” 
Molina said. “He wanted to 
get there.” 


The judge ordered the driver 
released after nearly three 
months in jail. The Associ- 
ated Press is not identifying 
him at the request of Molina, 
who said his client feared 
exposure may jeopardize his 
safety. The man, who op- 
posed Russian intervention 
in the Chechnya region, 
planned to seek asylum with 
his family in Brooklyn, New 
York. 


Other incidents have raised 
security concerns, Plantz 
said. Also on Dec. 12, the 
driver of a car with migrants 
from Ukraine and Tajikistan 
ignored an officer’s orders 
to show identification and 
struck the officer’s hand with 
acar door mirror when accel- 
erating past him, according to 
court documents. 


“They're probably a little 
disoriented themselves, not 
sure exactly what they're do- 
ing, but they are failing to 
yield, hitting the gas, blowing 
through," Plantz said. 


A federal judge in San Diego 
has ruled it is illegal to block 
asylum-seekers but has not 
given specific instructions, 
allowing authorities to con- 
tinue their practices. Erika 
Pinheiro, litigation and poli- 
cy director for Al Otro Lado, 
an advocacy group that sued 
over asylum limits at border 
crossings, said U.S. authori- 
ties coordinate with Mexi- 
can officials to keep migrants 
from reaching the buffer 
zone. 


Yuliya Pashkova, a San Diego 
attorney who represents Rus- 
sian asylum-seckers, traces 
the spike in arrivals to the 
imprisonment of Russian op- 
position leader Alexei Naval- 
ny last year. Asylum-seekers 
include Putin opponents, gay 
people, Muslims and busi- 
ness owners who have been 
extorted by authorities. 


“When they think of Ameri- 
ca, they think of freedom, de- 
mocracy and, frankly, a good 
economic situation,” she said. 
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Trump accused of breaking campaign laws by teasing 2024 run 


(AP) - As former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump con- 
tinues to tease a future 
White House bid, a pro- 
Democratic super PAC 
has accused him of violat- 
ing federal campaign laws 
by raising and spending 
money for a run without 
officially filing his candi- 
dacy. 


In its complaint filed Mon- 
day with the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission, American 
Bridge accused Trump of “il- 
legally using his multicandi- 
date leadership PAC to raise 
and spend funds in excess 
of Commission limits for 
the purpose of advancing a 
2024 presidential campaign.” 
The super PAC says that in- 
cludes “payments for events 
at Trump properties, rallies 
featuring Mr. Trump, con- 
sulting payments to former 
Trump campaign staff, and 
digital advertising about Mr. 
Trump’s events and his pre- 
sumptive 2024 opponent.” 


Alleging that Trump has al- 
ready privately decided to 
mount a 2024 campaign, 
American Bridge says he was 


then obligated to file a candi- 
dacy intent statement within 
15 days of receiving contri- 
butions or making any ex- 
penditure over $5,000. 


“Trump has played footsie 
with the Federal Election 
Campaign Act for months,” 
the group said Monday, not- 
ing that the former president, 
through his Save America 
PAC, has spent more than 
$100,000 per week on Face- 
book ads “and has consistent- 
ly raised more than $1 mil- 
lion per week — a clear viola- 
tion of campaign finance law 
and precedent established by 
the Federal Election Com- 
mission.” 


American Bridge wants the 
FEC to compel disclosure 
of Trumps expenditures 
and fine him “the maximum 
amount permitted by law.” 


Taylor Budowich, a Trump 
spokesperson, said the com- 
plaint by American Bridge 
was without merit and he ac- 
cused Democrats of resorting 
to “cheap gimmicks.” 


“Our country is spiraling into 


disaster because of the Dem- 
ocrats’ failures, and instead of 
reversing course to provide 
needed relief to American 
families, they are busy fil- 
ing frivolous complaints that 
have zero merit,” he said. 


It’s unclear how the com- 
mission would proceed with 
the case, which joins a back- 
logged docket. In February, 
the FEC opted not to hold 
Trump accountable for “soft 
money” violations that his 
campaign had previously ac- 
knowledged. 


Trump has been teasing the 
prospect of another run since 
before he left office. At a 
White House Christmas par- 
ty in December 2020, Trump 
told guests that it had “been 
an amazing four years.” 


“We are trying to do another 
four years. Otherwise, I'll see 
you in four years," he said. 


Since then, he has alluded to 
his plans in nearly every ap- 
pearance and interview, tell- 
ing conservative hosts and 
Trump-friendly audiences 
that he is waiting to make an 


announcement until after the 
midterms because it would

“I know what Pm going to 
do, but we're not supposed 
to be talking about it yet from 
the standpoint of campaign 
finance laws, which frankly 
are ridiculous, OK?” Trump 
said during a September visit 
with first responders when 
asked if he would run again.

US warns Chinese on support for Russia in Ukraine war 


(AP) — Face to face, President Joe 
Biden’s national security adviser 
warned a top Chinese official on 
Monday about China’s support 
for Russia in the Ukrainian inva- 
sion, even as the Kremlin denied 
reports it had requested Chinese 
military equipment to use in the 
war. 


U.S. adviser Jake Sullivan and se- 
nior Chinese foreign policy adviser 
Yang Jiechi met in Rome, with the 
Biden administration increasingly 
concerned that China is using the 
Ukraine war to advance Beijing’s 
long-term interest in its competition 
with the United States. 


Sullivan was seeking clarity on Bei- 
jing's posture and was warning the 


Chinese anew that assistance for 
Russia — including helping it avert 
sanctions imposed by the U.S. and 
Western allies — would be costly for 
them. 


Meanwhile, two administration of- 
ficials said the U.S. had determined 
that China had signaled to Russia that 
it would be willing to provide both 
military support for the campaign in 
Ukraine and financial backing to help 
stave off the impact of severe sanc- 
tions imposed by the West. The of- 
ficials said that assessment had been 
relayed to Western and Asian allies 
and partners earlier Monday. 


Sullivan made clear during an *in- 
tense" seven-hour meeting that the 
Biden administration has deep con- 
cerns about China's alignment with 
Russia at this time, White House 
press secretary Jen Psaki said. 


Psaki declined to comment on wheth- 
er the U.S. believes China has already 
provided the Russians with military, 
economic or other assistance. 


In advance of the talks, Sullivan 
bluntly warned China to avoid help- 
ing Russia evade punishment from 
global sanctions that have hammered 
the Russian economy. *We will not 
allow that to go forward," he said. 
Russia, however, on Monday denied 
it needed China's help. 


Meanwhile, White House officials 
are discussing the possibility of Biden 
traveling to Europe to meet with al- 
lies for in-person talks about the crisis 
in Ukraine, according to three U.S. 
officials. The officials, who were not 
authorized to comment publicly and 
spoke on the condition of anonym- 
ity, said the trip hasn't been finalized. 
One possibility is a visit to NATO 
headquarters in Brussels on March 
24 with other potential stops in Eu- 
rope, according to one of the officials. 


The prospect of China offering Rus- 
sia financial help is one of several 
concerns for Biden. A U.S. official 
said that in recent days, Russia has 
requested support from China, in- 
cluding military equipment, to press 
forward in its ongoing war with 
Ukraine. The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity to discuss 
sensitive matters, did not provide de- 
tails on the scope of the request. 


The Russians have seen significant 
losses of tanks, helicopters and oth- 
er materiel since the start of the war 
more than two weeks ago. Ukraine, 
while overmatched by Russian forces, 
is well-equipped with anti-tank and 
anti-aircraft missiles. Even, Russia's 
and China's weapons systems have 
limited interoperability, and it's not 
clear what weapons China has that 
Russia would be in short supply of. 


The Biden administration is also ac- 
cusing China of spreading Russian 
disinformation that could be a pretext 
for Putin's forces to attack Ukraine 
with chemical or biological weapons. 


Russia's invasion of Ukraine has put 
China in a delicate spot with two of 
its biggest trading partners: the U.S. 
and European Union. China needs 
access to those markets, yet it also has 
shown support for Moscow, joining 
with Russia in declaring a friendship 
with “no limits." 


Asked at a daily briefing about the 
reported Russian request for as- 
sistance, Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesperson Zhao Lijian said: *The 
U.S. has been spreading disinforma- 
tion targeting China recently over the 
Ukraine issue. It is malicious." 


The White House said Monday's 
Sullivan-Yang talks focused on the 
direct impact of Russia’s war against 
Ukraine and on regional and global 
security. 


Biden administration officials say 
Beijing is spreading false Russian 
claims that Ukraine was running 
chemical and biological weapons labs 
with U.S. support. They say China 
is effectively providing cover if Rus- 
sia moves ahead with a biological or 
chemical weapons attack on Ukraini- 
ans.

For kids with COVID-19, everyday life can be a struggle 


(AP) Eight-year-old 
Brooklynn Chiles fidgets 
on the hospital bed as she 
waits for the nurse at Chil- 
dren’s National Hospital. 
The white paper beneath 
her crinkles as she shifts 
to look at the medical ob- 
jects in the room. She’s 
had the coronavirus three 
times, and no one can fig- 
ure out why. 


Brooklynn’s lucky, sort of. 
Each time she has tested 
positive, she has suffered no 
obvious symptoms. But her 
dad, Rodney, caught the virus 
when she was positive back 
in September, and he died 
from it. 


Her mom, Danielle, is dread- 
ing a next bout, fearing her 
daughter could become 
gravely ill even though she’s 
been vaccinated. 


“Every time, I think: Am I 
going to go through this with 
her, too?” she said, sitting on 
a plastic chair wedged in the 
corner. “Is this the moment 
where I lose everyone?” 


Among the puzzling out- 
comes of the coronavirus, 
which has killed more than 
6 million people worldwide 
since it first emerged in 2019, 
are the symptoms suffered by 
children. 


More than 12.7 million 
children in the U.S. alone 
have tested positive for CO- 
VID-19 since the pandem- 
ic began, according to the 
American Academy of Pe- 
diatrics. Generally, the virus 
doesn’t hit kids as severely as 
adults. 


But, as with some adults, 
there are still bizarre out- 
comes. Some youngsters suf- 
fer unexplained symptoms 


long after the virus is gone, 
what’s often called long CO- 
VID. Others get reinfected. 
Some seem to recover fine, 
only to be struck later by a 
mysterious condition that 
causes severe organ inflam- 
mation. 


And all that can come on top 
of grieving for loved ones 
killed by the virus and other 
interruptions to a normal 


childhood. 


Doctors at Children's Na- 
tional and multiple other 
hospitals getting money from 
the National Institutes of 
Health are studying the long- 
term effects of COVID-19 
on children. 


The ultimate goal is to evalu- 
ate the impact on children's 
overall health and develop- 
ment, both physically and 
mentally — and tease out 
how their still-developing 
immune systems respond to 
the virus to learn why some 
fare well and others don't. 


Children's has about 200 kids 
up to age 21 enrolled in the 
study for three years, and it 
takes on about two new pa- 
tients each week. The study 
involves children who have 
tested positive and those who 
have not, such as siblings of 
sick kids. The subjects range 
from having no symptoms 
to requiring life support in 
intensive care. On their first 
visit, participants get a full 
day of testing, including an 
ultrasound of their heart, 
blood work and lung func- 
tion testing. 


Dr. Roberta DeBiasi, who 
runs the study, said its main 
purpose is to define the 
myriad complications that 
children might get after CO- 
VID-19 and how common 
those complications are. 


Brooklynn is one study sub- 
ject. So is Alyssa Carpenter, 
who has had COVID-19 
twice and gets strange fevers 
that break out unexpectedly, 


and other unusual symptoms. 
Alyssa was just 2 years old 
when she started the study 
and has since turned 3. Her 
feet sometimes turn bright 
red and sting with pain. Or 
she'll lie down and point her 
little fingers to her chest and 
say, “It hurts.” 


Her parents, Tara and Tyson 
Carpenter, have two other 
daughters, 5-year-old Audrey 
and 9-year-old Hailey, who is 
on the autism spectrum. As 
for many parents, the pan- 


demic has been a nightmare 
of missed school, unproduc- 
tive work, restrictions and 
confusion. But on top of all 
the anxiety so many parents 
feel lies the concern for their 
toddler. They don’t know 
how to help her. 


“It was just super frustrat- 
ing,” says ‘Tara Carpenter, 
who is quick to add that no 
one’s to blame. “We're trying 
to find out answers for our 
kid and nobody could give 
us any. And it just was really 
frustrating.” 


Alyssa would wail in pain 
from her red burning feet or 
whimper quietly. She'd come 
down with a fever, but suf- 
fer no other symptoms and 
be sent home from school 
for days, ruining Carpenter’s 
work week. But then in bal- 
let class, with her pink tights 
and tutu, she’d seem totally 
normal. 


In the past few months, 
symptoms have started to 
subside and it’s giving the 
family some relief. 


“After the fact, what do we do 
about this?” asks Tara Car- 
penter. “We don’t know. We 
literally don’t know.” 
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(AP) — California law- 
makers on Monday were 
fast-tracking a propos- 
al that could allow the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, to admit as many 
students as it had planned 
to for the fall semester — 
despite a court-ordered 
cap on enrollment stem- 
ming from a dispute with 
neighbors who sued UC 
Berkeley over its growth. 


The state Senate and Assem- 
bly were scheduled to vote 
on legislation giving public 


universities more time and 
flexibility to comply with re- 
quired state environmental 
reviews before judges can re- 
sort to imposing caps on stu- 
dent enrollment. 


The bill is retroactive, mean- 
ing that if Gov. Gavin New- 
som signs it, all court deci- 
sions affecting enrollment 
— including the cap on UC 
Berkeley’s new freshmen — 
would be unenforceable. 


The prestigious public uni- 
versity announced last month 


Lawmakers to vote on fix to increase UC Berkeley enrollment 


it was being forced to reject 
5,000 applicants this spring 
so UC Berkeley could en- 
rollment by 3,000 students 
to comply with an Alameda 
County judge’s ruling freez- 
ing student enrollment at 
2020-21 levels. The univer- 
sity has since lowered the 
figure of applicants it plans to 
reject who would have been 
accepted to about 2,600. 


The California Supreme 
Court declined to block the 
lower court’s ruling in a deci- 
sion earlier this month. 


(AP) — A Russian mis- 
sile attack that killed at 
least 35 people in western 
Ukraine, some 15 miles 
from NATO member Po- 
land, has stirred anxiety 
and spurred Poles to rush 
to passport offices and 
stockpile essentials amid 
fears the war could cut off 
supplies, or even spill over 
into Poland. 


A long line of applicants, 
unseen for decades, formed 
Monday outside Warsaw’s 
main passport office on 
Krucza Street. Canned food, 
bottled water, flashlights and 
batteries filled shoppers’ bas- 
kets. People in the street talk- 
ed of the latest news and their 
worries for the future. 


In the street, outside the pass- 
port office, Justyna Winnicka, 
44, was filling out the pass- 
port form for her 16-year-old 
daughter, Michalina. 


“We want to have a passport 
because the last one expired 
and we want to be able to go 
on vacation, but also want 
to be able to travel abroad in 
case something happens here 
in Poland,” Winnicka told 
The Associated Press. 


Asked if she was afraid be- 
cause of the fighting just 
across Poland’s border, she 


said “Everybody is a little bit 
afraid today.” 


“We all believe that the fact 
that we are in NATO will 
protect us in some way, but 
each of us also remembers 
the history of World War II 
and the (failed) alliances of 
those times,” Winnicka said. 


“Things can turn out in dif- 
ferent ways. In Poland people 
are a bit afraid,” she said. 


On Sunday, Anna Kwiat- 
kowska, 42, a mother of two, 
said a friend working for a 
foreign firm had advised the 
family to have their passports 
ready and some dollars, too. 


“So I will apply for passports 
to be done for my children,” 
said Kwiatkowska, whose 
children, aged 10 and 8, have 
not traveled abroad yet. 


All this despite the fact that 
NATO, to which former 
Eastern bloc nation Poland 
has belonged since 1999, is 
strengthening its military 
presence in eastern Poland, 
close to the Ukraine border, 
and stresses that the alliance 
is fulfilling its task of ensur- 
ing Poland’s safety. 


But Russia’s strike Sunday on 
a Ukrainian military training 
center in Yavoriv, less than 
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Russian missile strike near NATO’s Poland stirs anxiety 


15 miles (25 kilometers) 
from the border with Po- 
land, shook the confidence of 
Poles living near the border 
and created anxiety among 
others all too aware of Rus- 
sia's and the Soviet Union's 
past control of Poland's terri- 
tory. On Monday, nine peo- 
ple were killed in a morning 
rocket attack on a television 
tower in Antopol, about 100 
miles (160 kilometers) from 
the Polish border. 


Prime Minister Mateusz 
Morawiecki said the attack, 
close to a refugee route to 
Poland, was also intended to 
“provoke panic among civil- 
ians” fleeing the “horrors of 
the war.” 


Poland has taken in more 
than 1.8 million refugees 
from Ukraine — nearly all 
women and children — since 
Feb. 24, when Russian troops 
invaded Ukraine and then 
unleashed attacks on hospi- 
tals, schools and residential 
areas. 


Morawiecki said that the 
Yavoriv attack and those on 
civilians are aimed at “de- 
stroying this humanitarian 
effort ... of help being offered 
to innocent people, women, 
children.” 


Poland’s deputy foreign min- 


ister, Marcin Przydacz, said 
he does not believe that Rus- 
sia, which he asserted “visibly 
is not coping in Ukraine,” 
would try an attack on a 
NATO country. 


Nevertheless, he stressed 
“one should be cautious and 
we are being cautious." 


People in the capital, Warsaw, 
in central Poland, were all 
too cognizant of the potential 
threat to Eastern bloc nations 
that, like Poland, were once 
under the control of the So- 
viet Union, for more than 
four decades after World War 
II. 


“We have lived in safety so 
far; I had thought the pan- 
demic was the worst I would 
experience, but now there is

war just across our border,” 
said 61-year-old retiree Emil- 
ia Gancarz. 


“I don’t want to experience 
war, it’s the worst thing in the 
world,” she said, adding that 
she is stocking up on candles, 
dried food, nuts and canned 
goods, just in case. 


She said some of her friends 
are buying small solar panels, 
in case of power cuts. 


Warsaw Mayor Rafal Trzas- 
kowski urged calm. 


“We all watch President 
(Volodymyr) Zelenskyy. If he 
doesn’t panic, we don’t panic. 
Come on. There is no panic,” 
Trzaskowski told a news con- 
ference. 


Dutch, Australians launch case against Moscow over MH17

lian governments have launched 
a legal case against Russia at the 
International Civil Aviation Or- 
ganization seeking to hold Mos- 
cow accountable for its alleged 
role in the downing of Malaysia 
Airlines Flight MH17. 


The case announced Monday in The 
Hague and Canberra is the latest bid 
to hold Russia legally responsible 
for the missile strike that brought 
down the passenger jet over eastern 
Ukraine on July 17, 2014, killing all 
298 people on board. 


An international investigation con- 
cluded that the Amsterdam-to-Kuala 
Lumpur flight was shot down from 
territory held by separatist rebels us- 
ing a Buk missile system that was 
driven into Ukraine from a Russian 
military base and then returned to the 
base. Moscow denies involvement. 


The Dutch government said the tim- 
ing of the case isn’t connected to Rus- 
sia’s invasion of Ukraine, but alluded 
to the devastating conflict in its an- 
nouncement. 


Hoekstra stressed that the Dutch 
government would continue to do all 
it can to hold Russia responsible. 


“The deaths of 298 civilians, includ- 
ing 196 Dutch citizens, cannot re- 
main without consequences,” he 
said. “The current events in Ukraine 
underscore the crucial importance of 
that.” 


The Australian government said in a 
statement that “Russia’s unprovoked 
and unjustified invasion of Ukraine 
and the escalation of its aggression 
underscores the need to continue our 
enduring efforts to hold Russia to ac- 
count for its blatant violation of inter- 
national law and the U.N. Charter, 
including threats to Ukraine’s sover- 
eignty and airspace.” 


Among the victims were 38 residents 
of Australia. 


The latest legal action comes as the 
Dutch murder trial in absentia of 
three Russians and a Ukrainian for 
their alleged roles in the downing 
of MH17 continues.

(AP) — Walter de la Cruz 
scrambled down a large 
sand dune in the fog to 
reach a rock overlooking 
the Pacific Ocean, where 
he has fished for three de- 
cades. He cast a hook into 
the waters off Peru’s coast 
several times, with no 
luck. One attempt yielded 
a piece of plastic stained 
with oil. 


De la Cruz, 60, is one of 
more than 2,500 fishermen 
whose livelihoods have been 
cast into doubt as a result of 
a large crude-oil spill at the 
Spanish-owned Repsol oil 
refinery on Jan. 15. 


Peru has characterized the 
spill of 11,900 barrels in front 
of a Repsol refinery as its 
“worst ecological disaster.” 
A report by United Nations 
experts estimates it involved 
about 2,100 tons of crude, 
well above the 700 tons the 
International Tanker Owners 
Pollution Federation Limited 
considers the threshold for a 
large spill — and an unprec- 
edented amount for the type 
of crude that leaked. The oil 
was extracted from Buzios, 
the world’s largest deep wa- 
ter oil field and the most pro- 
ductive in Brazil. 


The spill happened when the 
Mare Doricum, an Italian- 
flagged tanker, was unloading 
oil at the La Pampilla refinery, 
just off Peru’s coast north of 
the capital. The ship’s cap-

tain told the South American 
country’s Congress that oil 
spilled into the ocean for at 
least eight minutes. 


Peru — which has a vast in- 
formal economy — does not 
have exact data on the num- 
ber of fishermen affected, or 
of the people on the docks 
and ports who depend on the 
fishing industry, including 
restaurants, food vendors, 
and those who rent sun um- 
brellas or boats. 


One thing is for sure: The af- 
fected artisanal fishermen are 
among the most economi- 
cally vulnerable in Peru, har- 
vesting small amounts of fish 
very close to the coast, some- 
times from small boats and 
sometimes from the shore, 
said Juan Carlos Sueiro, an 
expert on the economics of 
fishing with the international 
conservation group Oceana. 


De la Cruz said he knew im- 
mediately that the oil spread- 
ing over more than 106 
square kilometers (41 square 
miles) — an area larger than 
the city of Paris — would halt 
for the first time the activity 
carried out for centuries on 
Peru’s Pacific coast. 


Shortly after the spill, the 
government announced that 
it was looking into giving fi- 
nancial aid to those affected. 
Authorities took three weeks 
to come up with a list of 2,500 
fishermen whom they would 
help. Two weeks after that, 
the government said it would 
now be Repsol who would 
give as much as $799 to each 
of the 5,600 people affected 
to compensate them for the 
income they’ve lost because 
of the spill. The Presidency 
of the Council of Ministers 
did not respond to a question 
from The Associated Press 
about whether the aid prom- 


ise was still valid. 


Many fishermen here don’t 
have a certificate or papers 
to prove it is their livelihood. 
De la Cruz doesn’t. But he 
knows that he has been com- 
ing here with a basket to be 
filled on his back for 30 years. 
He normally sells or trades 
the fish with the owners of 
restaurants or local home- 
makers, and take some home 
to his wife to prepare in dish- 
es that can be sold to neigh- 
bors. 


De la Cruz said he felt “bro- 
ken” when he saw his work 
space swarmed by journal- 
ists reporting on the oil spill. 
He wanted to tell them and 
the authorities what he felt, 
so he took a blue ink marker 
and wrote on a piece of card- 
board, “Fishermen we need 
help please.” 


Peruvian President Pedro 
Castillo visited the area, 
passed by De la Cruz, and 
promised to help. After look- 
ing at the puddles of oil, he’d 
shaken his head and said: 
“This can’t be.” 


On another beach, Castillo 
had picked up oil-soaked 
sand and acknowledged the 
impact of the spill. “What is 
the use of giving nets if they 
no longer have a place to 
fish?" he said. 


But those presidential words, 
which ignited De la Cruz's 


hopes, have not borne fruit. 
More than a month after that 
visit, state aid does not exist. 


The fishermen have pro- 
tested with their empty nets 
in front of the Repsol refin- 
ery and blocked roads, but 
they still have no answers to 
key questions such as: Who 
caused the oil spill? And how 
long before they can return 
to fishing? 


Repsol, a Spanish company, 
has said huge waves created 
by a volcanic eruption in 
Tonga caused the spill and 
that the fault lies with the 
Mare Doricum oil tanker. In 
response, the company that 
owns the tanker has asked 
that Repsol not disseminate 
“incorrect or misleading” 
information as the investiga- 
tion continues. 


Edward Málaga, a microbi- 
ologist and legislator from 
the centrist Morado party 
who has toured the polluted 
area and spoken with Peru’s 
government and Repsol offi- 
cials, said political instability 
is causing paralysis and disor- 
der in Castillo’s government 
and hindering a response. 


Since the ecological disaster 
in mid-January, there have 
been three Cabinet shuffles 
and three different environ- 
ment ministers. One of them 
was an inexperienced school- 
teacher from the ruling party 
who barely lasted a week. 


Julian Assange denied permission to appeal by UK’s top court 


(AP) — Britain's top 
court on Monday refused 
WikiLeaks founder Julian 
Assange permission to ap- 
peal against a decision to 
extradite him to the U.S. 
to face spying charges. 


The court said it refused be- 
cause the case “didn't raise an 


arguable point of law." 


Assange, 50, has sought for 
years to avoid a trial in the 
U.S. on a series of charges 
related to WikiLeaks' publi- 
cation of a huge trove of clas- 
sified documents more than a 
decade ago. 


Ium * 
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The case is now expected to 
be formally sent to British 
Home Secretary Priti Patel, 
who will decide whether to 
grant the extradition. 


A British district court judge 
had initially rejected a U.S. 
extradition request on the 
grounds that Assange was 
likely to kill himself if held 
under harsh U.S. prison con- 
ditions. U.S. authorities later 
provided assurances that the 
WikiLeaks founder wouldn’t 
face the severe treatment that 
his lawyers said would put his 
physical and mental health at 
risk. 


In December, the High 
Court overturned the low- 
er court’s decision, saying 
that the U.S. promises were 
enough to guarantee that As- 
sange would be treated hu- 
manely. 


Monday’s news narrows As- 
sange’s options, but his de- 
fense team may still seek to 
take his case to the Europe- 
an Court of Human Rights. 
Nick Vamos, the former head 
of extradition at the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said As- 
sange’s lawyers can also seek 
to challenge other points that 
he had lost in the original dis- 
trict court decision. 


Barry Pollack, Assange’s 
U.S.-based lawyer, said Mon- 
day that it was “extremely 
disappointing” that Britain’s 
Supreme Court is unwilling 
to hear the appeal. 


“Mr. Assange will continue 
the legal process fighting his 
extradition to the United 
States to face criminal charg- 
es for publishing truthful and 
newsworthy information,” 


he said. 


Assange’s British lawyers, 
Birnberg Peirce Solicitors, 
said they can make submis- 
sions to the Home Secretary 
within the next four wecks, 
ahead of her making any de- 
cision. 


American prosecutors say As- 
sange unlawfully helped U.S. 
Army intelligence analyst 
Chelsea Manning steal clas- 
sified diplomatic cables and 
military files that WikiLeaks 
later published, putting lives 
at risk. 


But supporters and lawyers 
for Assange argue that he was 
acting as a journalist and is 
entitled to First Amendment 
protections of freedom of 
speech for publishing docu- 
ments that exposed U.S. 
military wrongdoing in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. They argue 
that his case is politically mo- 
tivated. 
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With Freeman a free agent, Braves get star 1B Olson from A's 


(AP) — Freddie Freeman's 
name wasn't in the Atlanta 
Braves megadeal Monday. 
Standing in front of micro- 
phones, general manager 
Alex Anthopoulos refused 
even to say it. 


The tears welling in Antho- 
poulos' eyes explained it all. 


Freeman's tenure with the 
Braves appears to be over 
after the World Series cham- 
pions acquired All-Star first 
baseman Matt Olson from 
the Oakland Athletics, a fran- 
chise-altering deal that cost a 
prize package of four players, 
including young outfielder 
Cristian Pache. 


Freeman was the 2020 NL 
MVP and a five-time All-Star 
over 12 seasons with Atlanta, 
including as a veteran leader 
on last year's championship 
team. He became a free agent 
after the season, but even 
then, it was hard to imag- 
ine the career-long Brave 
wouldn't return. 


He didn't sign before rosters 
froze Dec. 2 as part of a labor 
lockout that stretched 99- 
days. When rosters unlocked 
Thursday, reports indicated 
the big-money Los Angeles 
Dodgers or New York Yan- 
kees were hotly pursuing the 
left-handed slugger. 


Anthoploulos said it became 
clear to him Sunday night 
that Freeman wasn't coming 
back. At that point, he went 
full-steam after Olson. 


“One of the best first base- 
man in the game," Antho- 
poulos said of his new first 
baseman. 


He declined repeatedly to 
discuss his old one. Still, he 
admitted he's never had a 
tougher time emotionally 
pulling the trigger on a trade. 


“You get attached,” he said. 


Atlanta manager Brian Snit- 
ker was speaking to reporters 
when ESPN broke the news. 
He said it was the first he was 
hearing of the trade. 


“He’s been our guy for a 
number of years,” Snitker 
said of Freeman. “Personally, 
he’s meant a lot to me.” 


The 66-year-old Snitker al- 
ready knows Olson, who 
grew up about 40 minutes 
east of Atlanta’s Truist Park 
in Lilburn, Georgia. Snitker 
said they have worked sev- 
eral youth baseball camps to- 
gether. 


Olson is a two-time Gold 
Glove winner with a .252 ca- 
reer average, 142 homers and 
an .859 OPS over six seasons. 
The 27-year-old hit 39 hom- 
ers and drove in 111 runs last 
season, finishing eighth in 
AL MVP voting. He’s under 
team control through 2023. 


Amid rumors of a coming 
teardown in Oakland, Olson 
said he thought a trade might 
happen. He’s happy to land 
close to home. 


“Obviously, I know Atlanta,” 
Olson said. “It’s an amazing 
place, World Series champs, 
my hometown. If there was 
one place to go and leave 
here, that’s the place to do it. 
I'm excited about it.” 


Freeman has been revered 
by fans and teammates in 
Georgia. On Sunday, Braves 
pitcher Charlie Morton said 
that if Freeman returned, 
he expected the left-handed 
slugger would one day have 
his photo plastered across the 
team’s spring training com- 
plex, just like franchise he- 
roes Chipper Jones and Hank 
Aaron. 


“He’s going to be one of the 
guys with his number retired 
and a Braves legend, not to 
say he’s not already, because I 
think he is,” Morton said. 


A career .295 hitter, Freeman 
surpassed 20 homers eight 
times with a career-high 38 
in 2019. Freeman has a pair 
of 100-RBI seasons on his 
resume, and three other years 
where he drove in more than 
90 runs. He won the NL 
MVP award in 2020, finished 
in the top 10 of the balloting 
five other times, in addition 
to claiming three Silver Slug- 
ger awards and a Gold Glove 
for his defensive work. 


But Freeman’s importance to 
the organization goes beyond 
his impressive stats. He was 
the unquestioned leader in 
the clubhouse and the face of 
the franchise to Braves fans, 
who implored him to stay 


with the team. 


“He’s going to be a good 
friend the rest of my life,” 
Snitker said Sunday. “Regard- 
less of what happens profes- 
sionally, I love the guy.” 


Freeman batted .304 with 
five homers, 11 RBIs, and a 
1.045 OPS last postseason, 
when Atlanta won its first 
title since 1995. As the Braves 
celebrated their champion- 
ship at Minute Maid Park, 
Freeman made it clear he 
wanted to stay in Atlanta. 


“This is a crazy game, a crazy 
business,” he said. “But ev- 
eryone knows this where my 
heart is.” 


The National League is 
adopting the designated hitter 
beginning in 2022, so there’s 
a chance Freeman might still 
come back, but it’s unlikely 
given the investment in Ol- 
son and the pride Freeman 
takes in his glovework. 


Pache has become a close 


friend of Atlanta star Ronald 
Acuña Jr., another loss likely 
to shake the Braves” club- 
house. A stellar defensive 
center fielder, the 23-year- 
old Pache has struggled to 
hit in the majors, batting .111 
in 22 games last season. He 
and Acuña pulled into Braves 
camp Sunday in matching, 
glitzy-gold SUVs. 


“My heart is broken," Pache 
tweeted. “I just found out 
that I was traded to the A's. I 
know that's the way this busi- 
ness works, but I want Braves 
fans to know that I will be 
eternally grateful to him 
wherever he goes. Thank you 
for so much support, for so 
much love and for being so 
special to me." 


Oakland also receives minor 
league catcher Shea Lange- 
liers and right-handers Ryan 
Cusick and Joey Estes. Lan- 
geliers was ranked as Atlan- 
ta's No. 2 prospect by Base- 
ball America, one spot ahead 
of Pache, with Cusick ninth 
and Estes 14th. 


Ozuna addresses Braves after domestic violence ban ends 


(AP) — Atlanta Braves out- 
fielder Marcell Ozuna says 
he has addressed teammates 
and is sorry to fans for an ar- 
rest last year on charges of ag- 
gravated assault by strangula- 
tion and battery after police 
officers said they witnessed 
him attacking his wife. 


Ozuna returned to the team 
this week for the first time 
since his May 29 arrest. He 
was placed on administrative 
leave during Major League 
Baseball’s investigation and 
missed Atlanta's World Series 
championship run last fall. 


MLB suspended the 31-year- 
old retroactively for 20 games 
under its domestic violence 
policy in November, allow- 
ing him to return for the start 
of the 2022 season. 


“Yeah, I talked to my team,” 
Ozuna said Monday, the 
first day of full-squad spring 
training workouts. “I spoke 
to my team and said, Tm 
sorry, I made a mistake.” 


Ozuna was welcomed by 
teammates in the clubhouse 
Monday, and several Latino 
players gathered around his 
locker before practice began, 
just like old times. 


“It’s good to have him back,” 
teammate Ronald Acuña 
Jr. said via interpreter. “You 
know, he’s a such a good ball- 
player. You know, on and off 
the field and, you know, the 
things that happened off the 
field, those are challenges for 
everyone. Certain things that 
happen off the field, they can 


happen to anyone.” 


Police body cam footage ob- 
tained by TMZ Sports two 
days after MLB announced 
its suspension appeared to 
show Ozuna grabbing his 
wife’s neck as officers arrived 
at their Georiga home. The 
Sandy Springs Police De- 
partment said in a statement 


in May that it also observed 
Ozuna throwing her against a 
wall and striking her with the 
cast on his injured left hand. 


Ozuna said he has completed 
the requirements of a pretrial 
diversion program, a condi- 
tion provided by the Fulton 
County District Attorney’s 
office in order to have charg- 


es dropped. The program in- 
cluded 3-6 months of super- 
vision. Ozuna also was or- 
dered to complete a 24-week 
family violence intervention 
program, at least 200 hours 
of community service and an 
anger management course. 


“I learned everything,” he 
said of counseling. “I learned 
how you treat a person, how 
you be a better person, how 
you be the best daddy, how 
you be a human being. You 
learn everything from that.” 


Ozuna said he is now “on 
the same page” with his fam- 
ily. He said he didn’t think 
he had ever spent alone time 
with his three children prior 
to last summer and has been 
taking them to the play- 
ground and toy stores. 
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A bigger bracket? NCAA transformation could lead to changes 


(AP) - College sports 
leaders are working to 
transform the top tier of 
NCAA athletics, from 
how Division I should be 
governed to what should 
be required of schools to 
compete at the highest 
level. 


Changing the NCAA could 
lead to changes in its crown 
jewel event — the Division 
I men's college basketball 
tournament, the lucrative 
three-week, 68-team joyride 
that has become an American 
sports institution. 


What's that mean? 

How about an expanded 
bracket? Or more play-in 
games — just don't call them 
play-in games — and fewer 
opportunities for the small 
schools to upset the tradi- 
tional powers? 


“Well, it used to be a 32-team 
tournament, and it was a 48- 
team tournament, and it was 
64. And then it was 65. And 
now it's 68,” Atlantic Sun 
Commissioner Ted Gumbart 
said. “So I don't think there's 
any magic number to say, hey, 
you can’t be 72 or 80. I think 
it’s healthy.” 


How does an NCAA Tour- 
nament with all 351 D-I 
schools sound? 

“You could have an all-com- 
ers tournament with just 
one more weekend,” Big 12 
Commissioner Bob Bowlsby 
said. “I think it’s an idea that 
might have the nuggets of 
compromise that could be 


satisfactory.” 


The men’s field of 68 for 
March Madness was set Sun- 
day night. The games begin 
with a First Four appetizer 
on Tuesday and Wednesday 
before the basketball bonanza 
commences Thursday across 
the country. 


To be clear: The NCAAs 
Division I transformation 
committee, a group of 21 
administrators and univer- 
sity presidents co-chaired 
by Southeastern Conference 
commissioner Greg San- 
key and Ohio athletic direc- 
tor Julie Cromer, has not 
been tasked with remodeling 
March Madness. 


The committee's charge is 
far broader, tackling issues 
such as membership require- 
ments, governance and what 
the NCAA calls the *student- 
athlete experience." They are 
expected to return a report to 
the Division I Board of Di- 
rectors in August. 


“At this point, I think it's more 
likely the committee would 
identify a minimum standard 
to be in Division I and within 
that, a minimum standard, to 
have full access to Division I 
benefits," Cromer said. “And 
from there, the sport-by- 
sport review could emanate." 


Buried beneath the bureau- 
cracy are a few essential 
questions that will determine 
the  not-so-distant future 
of March Madness: What 
schools should be in Division 
I? Can schools with massive 
disparities in athletic budgets 
and resources continue to 
compete against each other 
for national championships? 
If so, what type of access to 
championship events should 
schools from | conferences 
that have no realistic chance 
to win them receive? 


And, of course, there is a 
question of money. The Di- 
vision I men's basketball 
tournament accounts for 


most of the NCAAs more 
than $1 billion in revenue, 
with the payout projected 
to be about $870 million in 
2022. That revenue funds 
NCAA operations and cham- 
pionship events in dozens of 
other sports and about $670 
million is set to be distrib- 
uted to the schools through 
conferences. 


How that pie should be di- 
vided in the future will no 
doubt be a point of conten- 
tion. For basketball fans, the 
most obvious changes would 
be how the size of the bracket 
and who gets in. 


Currently, each of 32 Divi- 
sion I conferences receives an 
automatic bid for its cham- 
pion. The majority of those 
conferences, from the Amer- 
ican East to Western Athletic, 
usually get just their auto- 
matic qualifier into the field, 
access that also comes with 
several million in revenue. 
Last year, one unit earned 
for making the NCAA men's 
tournament was worth $2.02 
million paid out over six 
years. 


That's not a much for a Pow- 
er Five league such as Bowls- 
by's Big 12, the SEC or Big 
Ten, which have media rights 
deals worth billions based 
mostly on their strong foot- 
ball programs. For smaller 
conferences, that money is 
significant. 


"There are a lot of leagues 
and a lot of schools that are 
going to fight to the death to 


keep their access," Bowlsby 
said. 


While those mid-major con- 
ference schools are mostly 
one-and-done in the tour- 
nament, the occasional up- 
sets fuel the excitement of 
the opening weekend. The 
teams that pull them off such 
as UMBC, Oral Roberts and 
Florida Gulf Coast get to 
bask in the national spotlight 
for a few days and carve out 
a place in college basketball 
history. 


And regardless of the results, 
simply getting the opportu- 
nity to compete against the 
teams that play most of their 
games on TV is a reward for 
the athletes who don't. 


"They wanted that opportu- 
nity. They wanted that stage," 
said Stony Brook athletic di- 
rector Shawn Heilbron, who 
was with the school in 2016 
when the Seawolves won 
the America East and played 
Kentucky in the first round. 
The Wildcats won 85-57. 


The power conferences, and 
in basketball that includes 
the Big East, typically earn 
the bulk of the at-large bids 
determined by the NCAA 
selection committee. In this 
year's field, those six leagues 
received 29 of 36 at-large 
bids. 


Gumbart said if those con- 
ferences want more of their 
teams in the tournament the 
simplest solution is to add 
more at-large bids. 


Padres star Tatis has broken wrist, could be out 3 months 


(AP) — All-Star short- 
stop Fernando Tatis Jr. 
of the San Diego Padres 
likely will need surgery 
for a broken left wrist and 
could miss up to three 
months, general manager 
A.J. Preller said on Mon- 
day. 


Tatis apparently suffered the 
injury early in the offseason 
and felt it when he began 
preparing for spring training, 
Preller said. 


Reports surfaced in Decem- 
ber that Tatis suffered scrapes 
on his hand and knee in a 
motorcycle accident in his 
native Dominican Republic. 


The injury is a blow to a

len bases last year. His season 
also included two trips to the 
injured list with left shoulder 
issues and a trip to the CO- 
VID-19 injury list. 


He signed a $330 million, 14- 
year contract with the Padres 
during spring training last 
year.
